| GRANT RECOVERING. 


EVIDENCES THAT DEATH MAY BE 
INDEFINITELY POSTPONED. 


The Disecse at Present of Slow Progress, Suscepti- 
ble of Temporary Checking, and Not Likely to 
Pro¢uce Sudden Death Unless an 
Accident Ocgcurs—Other Motes. 


New Yorx, April 15.—General Grant has 
enjoyed a refreshing sleep of eight and a half 
hours, His pulse is seventy-four and of fair 
volume, temperature normal. Ie is inclined 
to be cheerful and chatty. Has at present no 
pain in his throat, nor has he suffered from 
any during the night. 

General Grant passed a comfortable night 
last night, and continues comfortable to-day. 
The following is the 6430 o’clock bulletin: At 
the consultation visit at 2 p. m., Doctors 
Sands, Shrady and Douglas were present, 
Doctor Barker was unavoidably absent. Gen- 
eral Grant was found in an improved condi- 
tion as compared with that noted at the last 
general consultation. The treatment pursued 
was recommended to be continued. 

DR. SHRADY S ANSWERS. 


When Dr. Shrady left General Grant’s house 
after the consultation to-day, he said in answer 
to questions put to him, that the general con- 
dition of the patient was improved. 

“How do you account for~this steady im- 
provement?’ was asked. 

“The general’s bad attacks have been caused 
by complications associated with the usual! 
progress of the disease,” was the answer. 
“They have been overcome for the present, 
and of course he is better. The temporary ir- 
ritation of the throat has been relieved, and the 
result is what the bulletins have stated.” 

“And do the bulletins state everything?” 
was asked. 

“The bulletins deal with the plain facts of 
the case, and with the facis only,” responded 
Dr. Shrady. 

During the congultation this afternoon Gen- 
eral Grant remarked to his physicians in these 
words: “The dectors outside, | am _  in- 
formed, are writing about my case, and 
talking about. it, and some of them seem 
to think they know more about if than you 
gentlemen do, but it is like the time of war 
when the men at home think they know more 
about and how to doit than the generals who 
are on the field fighting.” 

Soon after his throat was dressed this morn- 
ing General Grantsaid, in remarking upoa 
his improved condition, that he thought he 
would get well. ’ 

That the public may be enabled to thorough- 
ly understand the case asitisa, and form re- 
liable opiniens, the following absolute facts 
are given as the basis for public and personal 
judgment: General Grant is not greatly 
emaciated about the body. He haslost seme 
fleeh, but how much cannot be told, as he has 
not been weighedin sometime. His face is 
not much changed, butit has a careworn ap- 
pearance. The gland isswollen on theright side, 
and the swelling outside varies as there is more 
or less swelling on the inside. The glandular 
swelling has at no time been larger than a 
pigeon’s egg. It is located at the angle of the 
right. It has never entirely disappeared since 
it came months ago. The swelling is due, 
first, to the irritation of the growth, and 
finally to the progress of the disease in the 


glands themselves. There is no positive 
viderce at present that the glands have be- 
come aatively'dis “need, though the presumo- 
tion is that the y ure diseased, -The disease 
not extend to nor effect any of the pro- 
B{ 8 f the. general's ear. There 
some danger of that possibility, 

but not a probability at present. It is not go- 
ing in that direc.ion.

Bat 
soon afterwards ihe Afghans marched fifiy 
miles down the river and seized jose ra 
and the Russians claim they went siill far- 
ther and oceupied Sari Yazi. Now, Penjdeb 
is the principal oasis in the disputed territo- 
ry, and the Russians claim it is wholly peo- 
pled with Turcomans, and therefore belongs 
to them. They have never conceded that 
Penjdeh isan Afghan town. As soan as it 
was known at St, Petersburg thatthe Afghans 
held Penjdeh troops were ordered to advance 
to Pul-i Khatum, a point in the disputed belt 
on the Heri-Rud river. Herat is located on 
the same river. 

The Afghans at Penjdeh, on the Marghdd 
river, and the Russians at Pul-i-Khbatum, on 
the Heri Rud, was the situation until 
the recent batile fonght by Gen- 
eral Komarof Penjdeh and  Pal-i- 
Khbatum are on thesame line of latituie. 
The Russians now hold all of the disputed 
belt, andthe Afghans arein the works of 
Bala Murghab or at Robat Pass, where Sir 
Peter Lumaden is in command.

PUZZLED POLICEMEN. 


A TERRIBLE STEW AMONGST THE 
ATLANTA COPS. 
CS A ET te eT 
Mr. Owens, Moved By a Begret for What He Bad 
Done, Tells a Close Friend the Pacts, and Asks 
for Advice—He is Advised to Tell the 
Truth—Retracts His Statement, 


The Atlanta police department is rattled. 

The captains, stationhouse keepers, patrol- 
men and supernumaries are broken up. 

This state et affairs has been brought about 
by the developments consequeht upon the trial

_ WERE NOT ON FRIENDLY TERMS, 

that, in fact, they were avowed enemies. 
However, but little attention was paid to Pat- 
rolman Nolan’s statement that the case 
against him was a malicious prosecution until 
Mrs. Powell swore that Mounted Officer West 
hed actually tome to her hovse previous to 
the trialand made inquiries about Patrolman 
Nolan haying beenthere. When this state- 
ment became known among the patrolmen it 
created quite a sensation. Noone knew just 
what construction to" place upon 
alleged conduct of the

all declared that Mounted Officer West had 
ee: outside of his duty and had acted un- 

indly in hunting up Patrolman Nolan’s con- 
duet in order to make a case before the 
commissioners against him. Then the known 
enmity of the two men towards each other in- 
duced the force to believe that Mounted Officer 
West had worked up the case because he had 
an opportunity to do so. 

The bad teeling between the two men began 
previous to the last general election. It ap- 
peares that Mounted Officer West heard one 
dey that Patrolman Nolan had been talking 
about him, and had said that he (West) would 
get left whenthe general election came off. 
Just before the election Mounted Officer West 
encountered Patrolman Nolan : 

ON THE STAIRWAY . 
leading to the basement of police headquar- 
ters. Mounted Officer West asked Patrolman 
Nolan about the remarks, and a few hot words 
ensued, during which each man threatened 
ihe other. This conversation became known 
to the force, and the members recalling it 
began to think that Mounted Officer West nad 
made the case to carry out his threat. 

When Mounted Officer West reached Atlanta 
after the trial he was informed of what had 
transpired. Those with whom he talked first 
assert that he was badly broken up when told 
that he had been accused of ‘“‘hounding Nolan 
down.” At first he said that he would resign 
and leave the city, but at the same time said 
it was not true, and that he could es- 
tabli the fact that it was 
true. He then sought Mr. Owens, 
whom he was represented to have gone to 
Mrs. Powell’s, and with him called 
Constitution feditorial rooms, and matle a 
statement, which was printed. In that state- 
ment Mounted Officer West denied “hounding 
Patrolman Nolan down.” ‘The statement was 
read in Mr. Owens’s presence,and was declared 
by him to be correct and true. 

This eettied the matter in the minds of 
police department. They believed 

MOUNTED OFFICER WEST’S STORY, 
substantiated, as it was, by Mr. Owens, and 
acquitted him of what they had ealled ‘‘trick- 
ery,” or “unfair work.”” The next day the 
entire affair was renewed. It was rumored 
that Mr. Owens eaki that he had been gulled 
by Officer West, and that the  officer’s 
etatement as printeded was un- 
true, and that he, Owens, had know- 
ingly and wilfully substantiated a false state- 
ment. This retraction and admission by Mr. 
Owens created a genuine sensation, and Offi- 
cer West’s conduct was treely and thoroughly 
Mr. Owens retraction came to Offi- 
cer West’s ears. He still asserted that what he 
had said was true. The discussion among the 
policemen resulted in the declaration that 
Officer West had even told Mrs, Powell that 
if she did not swear that Nolan remained at 
ber house two hours he would get even with 
her.

- MR. OWENS’S STATEMENT. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter encoun- 
tered Mr. Owens. Mr. Owens said: 

“Tam glad tosee you. I want to retract 
what I said about West’s story the other night. 
I did not tell the truth exactly, and I want to 
tell it now.” 

“Well, go ahead,” said the reporter. 

‘Well, this isthe truth. Just what Mrs. 
Powell swore to about me and West going there 
was the truth.” 

“Goon and tell the story.” 

“On Thureday night I encountered West at 
police headquarters. We talked about the 
election. I said I thought it was strange that 
I, who had been in Atlanta so long could 
not get on the force, when strangers could. 
then said: 

“JT knew aman who was just elected and in 
a few nights after his election remained three 
hours in a house when he was on duty.” 

“Who is the man?’ asked West, as he 
sprang out of the chair. 

‘‘] can’t tell you Nat,” I answered. 

“But you must” he said. 

Finally I told him that it was Nolan. As 
eoon as I said thatit was Nolan, West caught 
me by the arm and said: 

“Come, Horace, you must prove it.” 

“T protested against going but Wesi insisted, 
saying that Nolan had tried to down him and 
that he was not going to lose a chance to down 
Nolan.

I then told her yes, and that I was under 
arrest. She said that it was not so, because 
West was not on duty. 

“But I am on duty,” said West, as he pulled 
a billy from his pocket, “and he is my 
prisoner.” 

She then believed the story, and we asked 
ker about Nolan.having been there. She told 
it, and as she finished West said: 

“That’ll do. Come on, Horace. 
him.”
